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Protestors block

HILLCREST — About a dozen 
Catholics were among the 117 
demonstrators arrested here April 8 for 
blocking entrances to a_ medical 
building during a demonstration 
sponsored by Project Rescue, a local 
group which tries to rescue the unborn 
by keeping people from entering 
facilities to obtain abortions. 

Those arrested congregated at the 
doorways and the elevator of the 
building at 3330 Third Ave, which 
houses the offices of Dr. Donald G. 


‘Byrnes, an obstetrician and gynecolo- 
‘gist who reportedly was the target of: 


the demonstration. 

Father Edward ‘‘Bud’’ Kaicher, 
director of the diocesan Office - of 
Youth and Young Adult Ministries, 
said he marched with more than 100 
other protesters — including Deacon 
Carl Shelton, director of SHARE — 
on the sidewalk in front of the 
building. 

Thus, Father Kaicher did not violate 
his two-year probation after being 
convicted of trespassing at a La Mesa 
abortion clinic in September. 

Other Catholics arrested included 
Jim Fallon of St. Therese Church, Del 
Cerro; Mike Miller of St. Brigid 
parish, Pacific Beach, and Col. Bill 
Lawton of Escondido, according to 
Father Kaicher. Deacon Arnold Hess, 
a purchasing agent for the SHARE 
food program and member of Our 
Mother of Confidence parish, 
University City, was also arrested. 

He said police used the Okinawan 
nunchakus on his wrists after he 
resisted arrest near the elevator of the 
office building. He was taken in a van 
with eight others to a police substation 
on Friars Road where he remained in a 


~ holding room from mid-morning until 


5:30 p.m. He was released without 
being charged. : 

“‘T expected to be arrested; I did it to 
save the lives of babies,’’ Deacon Hess 
said. “‘I was obeying God’s law,’’ 
which is higher than man’s. 

The deacon said he would continue 
to block entrances to abortion clinics 
“as long as the killing goes on.”’ 

Another Catholic, Claire Mulligan, 
former director of the Oceanside 
Office of the San Diego Pro-Life 
League, who also was arrested, 
criticized the police for their tactics in

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Women share 
joy, pain in 
being arrested 


As one who participated in Project Rescue last 
weekend (April 8 in Hillcrest) I would like to share a few 
of my thoughts with you. It was a combination of great 
joy and for some great pain. 

The screams of pain from those on whom the police 
used those nunchakus were unbelievable. After 40 years 
of nursing, including a stint in the Army Nurse Corps in 
World War II, I have never heard such cries of pain. 
And a large majority of those injured were petite young 

irls. 
4 In the six hours that we were held in the holding cell, 
those girls sang and praised God all the time. It was 
absolutely beautiful to behold. They prayed for the 


police, for the abortionists, for the pro-choice people, 
‘and most of them were still suffering from badly bruised 
wrists. Being handcuffed all that time didn’t help 
matters either. 

The sad part of this story is that in a roomful of 35 or 
40 women, only myself and possibly one other woman 
were Catholic. Those beautiful young people with the 
bruised wrists, who were singing-and praising God and 
praying for those who had mistreated them, were all 
Evangelicals. 

I kept thinking, where are our Catholic youth? Have 
they been so hypnotized by pizza parties and ski trips 
that they have ended up with no values and cannot make 
a stand for what is right? Have materialism and desire 
for the good things of life so entered our church that it 
has become paralyzed? 

Do people think that attending Mass, kissing and 
hugging each other and then having a social hour 
afterwards is the Christian faith that Jesus called us to 
practice? The truth is that he sent the first Christians off 
to the wild beasts to be torn to pieces, or to be struck 
with the sword. 

I am afraid that the Lawrences and Sebastians, the 
Perpetuas and Felicitys and the other martyrs of the 
future are not going to be coming from the Catholic 
Church unless there is a great change in the attitudes of the 
people. 

May God send the Holy Spirit to enlighten us all and 
give us those precious gifts of wisdom and fortitude so 
that we may become strong and holy Christians, always

Don’t bash Supreme Court 


I read with interest Father Kress’s letter in the Southern 
Cross, March 30, relating to the invitation to Sarah 
Weddington to speak on the University of San Diego 
canipus. 

In stating that the right of privacy became a protected 
constitutional right because the U.S. Supreme Court 
justices read their own ideas into the Constitution, 
Father Kress protests too much. Some of our most 
cherished rights depend upon the same process that the 
court used in concluding that the Constitution protects a 
right of privacy. 

For example, in two cases decided in the 1920s the 
court held that the word ‘‘liberty’’ in the Due Process 
Clause included the right of parents to control the 
education of their children, even to the extent of sending 
them to private (parochial) school. It is doubtful that the 
court was reading its own ideas into the Constitution in 
those decisions. 

What these two old cases tell us is that just because a 
certain activity is not specifically protected by the 
Constitution does not mean that protection for that 
activity is nowhere to be found. 

Not only does due process of law include parental 
control over their children’s education, it is the 
foundation upon which the right of privacy exists. The 
privacy right includes protection for other family and 
marital relationships, as well as the right of a woman to 
make the decision whether or not to bear a child. 

Legitimate criticism, both legal and religious, can be 
made of the abortion decision. But to bash the court 
serves no useful purpose. The kind and quality of the 
freedoms we enjoy come directly from the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s decisions.

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Who is the first person you think of when you hear the 
word ‘‘vocation’’ — the boy next door who is an altar 
server? That nice young woman who is a reader at 
Sunday Mass? Yes, it may be a good idea to have these 
young people in mind on World Day of Prayer for 
Vocations, but aren’t you forgetting somebody very 
important? Who? Nobody else but you! 

‘Pray for myself on World Day of Prayer for 
Vocations?

That may be our initial response when thoughts of 
‘‘vocation’’ (a word which comes from the Latin, 
vocare, meaning ‘‘to call’’) comes to mind, but perhaps 
we ought to give a little bit more attention to who does 
the calling. Across the centuries, across all lands the call 
has been going out to all peoples, a call to a closer union 
with the ‘‘caller.”’ 

So, my question is, how have you, how have I been 
responding to the divine call? One can be established in 
the married, single, or consecrated life and still not be 
responding to the divine caller, even though we might 
appear to be a fine example in our chosen state of life. 

As we grow in an awareness of ourselves and the

Address on Disarmament 

United Nations, June 2, 1988 


When voters in a recent Gallup poll were asked what 
they thought should be the Bush administration’s top 
priority, the largest number by a wide margin chose 
reducing the deficit. Another smaller group chose 
negotiating arms reductions with the Soviet Union. Well 
over half the voters polled were included in these two 
groups. 

Another poll taken last year found that over 70 
percent of the participants favored greater cooperation 
between the United States and the Soviet Union, as well 
as drastic reductions in nuclear arms. This poll found 
over two-thirds of the American people felt we are in 
danger of neglecting our own problems ‘“‘by spending so 
much on what seems like a never-ending arms race.”’ 

Both these polls confirm what appears to be a major 
shift in public opinion. In 1981 a strong majority of 
Americans (61 percent) favored higher military 
spending, and only a tiny minority (7 percent) wanted it 
lower. Four years later the balance had shifted 
dramatically. Thirty-one percent wanted lower defense 
spending, and only 16 percent wanted it increased. By 
1987 there was an almost complete reversal — 58 
percent of Americans wanted lower defense spending. 

But despite this massive shift in public opinion — and 
a breakthrough in U.S.-Soviet relations — the arms race 
continues. No one likes it, but no one seems to know 
how to stop it. 

Why can’t we stop the arms race? The basic reason 
appears to be that it’s the only way to insure our 
national security. ‘‘The arms race may be expensive,”’ 
people will say, ‘‘but it’s a necessary evil. Of course, we 
could use the money for a lot of other things, but the 
_arms race is sure better, and cheaper, than war. The fact 
is we haven’t had a major war in over 40 years.”’ 

But the problem with this logic is that believing an 
open-ended arms race is the only alternative to war is a 
self-fulfilling prophecy. If we already know what all the 
options are, then obviously we’re not going to waste any 
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divine caller, we may be drawn to seek out persons, 
places, and things of a ‘‘religious’’ nature. We may 
avidly read, attend conferences, multiply our prayers’ 
and religious practices, spend every moment of our 
spare time as a volunteer. 

Yet, sometimes in the middle of the night, waking 
from a restless sleep, we wonder if we are any closer to 
God, if we are responding to our vocation. In all the 
busy-ness of our religious activities, we haven’t found 
the divine caller. 

Once we come to that realization, we are at a turning 
point. Perhaps it is then that we ought to start listening, 
listening to the awakening of the heart, listening to that 
silent voice that seems to come from the very depths of 
our being, that seems to come from the very source of 
our being. 

Often we, like Elijah, expect to find God in the strong 
wind, the earthquake or the fire, but we may find that in 
our century the divine caller uses the same still, small 
voice. Listening to that call is the solution to the 
vocation crisis!

time looking for new ones, and if we don’t look for new 
options there won’t be any. 

We’re now spending billions of dollars and our best 
engineering talent developing new weapons, but we’re 
spending virtually nothing on finding ways to end the 
arms race. Important as the arms race is, we don’t even 
know exactly how it operates or what it costs. 


Catholic church leaders have pointed out on 
numerous occasions that the arms race involves a great 
many dubious assumptions. One of them is that nations 
behave only on the basis of fear. According to this logic, 
the Soviets haven’t attacked us only because they’re 
afraid we would retaliate. 

But isn’t it obvious that nations are motivated at least 
as much by their hopes for the future and by their 
economic needs as they are by fear? In fact, hasn’t fear 
many times caused one nation to attack another? 

What we need now are people with the courage to ask 
the tough questions about national security in new ways, 
and to stay with those questions until they start getting 
useful, solid answers. 

We already have plenty of people who seem to think 
they know what to do before they’ve even studied the 
problem. What we lack are people who can look at the 
concrete problems of national security in ways which are 
both tough-minded and creative. 

Catholics have a lot to offer our nation at this point 
because we belong to a centuries-old political tradition 
which has always sought to embody that combination. 
It’s what our pope and our bishops have urged us to do 
on numerous occasions. Again and again they’ve said 
that the arms race isn’t necessary because there are 
realistic ways to insure national security which are not 
only cheaper but safer. 

It’s time to spread the good news — and to get down 
to work.

DEL CERRO — The Rite of Christian Initiation of 
Adults is ‘“‘no longer an optional extra, not simply a 
renewal program; it’s the way we’re told to do the 
sacraments,’’ Bishop Kenneth Untener of the Diocese of 
Saginaw, Mich., said here earlier this week. 

He spoke with Southern Cross at St. Therese Church’s 
social center where he conducted a workshop on the 
RCIA April 10 for priests and deacons. 

Bishop Untener gave presentations to lay leaders at 
Ascension Church, Tierrasanta, the evening of April 10 
and at the Benedictine Sisters of Perpetual Adoration 
Convent, Claireniont, on April 11. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher invited Bishop Untener to help 
priests, deacons and lay leaders integrate the RCIA into 
parish life, said Belle Dion, diocesan consultant for 
sacramental catechesis. 

Bishop Maher has urged all parishes to have an active 
RCIA program, following the U.S. bishops’ 
recommendation last year. About 50 churches in the 
diocese have implemented the RCIA thus far, Dion said. 

The RCIA “‘‘is the way the church has set up its ritual 
for the reception of the sacraments of initiation — 
baptism, confirmation and the Eucharist,’’ Bishop 
Untener explained. : 

These rituals reinstate the use of symbols, ‘‘taken from 
the people through the centuries,’’ he said. He was 
referring to water, oil, the Easter fire, the book of God’s 
word and the gathering of the community, used during 
liturgies, such as the Easter Vigil, when catechumens and 
baptized candidates are received into the Catholic 
Church. 

As a parish family, ‘‘we together receive the person”’ 
into the Catholic community, he added.

Bishop Untener compared the RCIA’ s recommended 
two-year preparation of adults for baptism to the 
preparation of priests for holy orders. ‘‘Baptism is more 
important than ordination because it effects a greater 
change in a person,” he said. 


According to Father Raymond Kemp, director of 
parish life and worship in the Archdiocese of Washington, 
the conversion process consists of four phases: 

e¢ Evangelization and pre-catechumenate in which 
candidates share their personal faith stories and are 
introduced into parish life; 


© Catechumenate and catechetical formation with 
conversion within the parish community; 

e Purification during Lent and preparation for the 
Easter sacraments; 

¢ Celebration of faith and focus on ministries and 
mission. 

Bishop Untener said the practice of dismissing the 
catechumens after the homily of the Mass reminds other 
members of the assembly of the greatness of the 
Eucharistic mysteries they are celebrating. 


During Lent, ‘‘an intensive time of the catechumens’ 
preparation’’ for the Easter sacraments, the assembly 
“realizes it’s time to tune into their baptismal 
commitment,’ Bishop Untener said. 


Some 80 of the 115 parishes in the Diocese of Saginaw 
currently use the RCIA, he said. 


He predicted that within a decade the RCIA ‘‘will be a 
normal way of parish life’? throughout the nation, and 
“‘in some dioceses the only way to-receive adult converts’’ 
into the church. 

Sister Priscilla Lemire, RJM, religious education 
director at Santa Sophia Church, Spring Valley, said this 
parish has used the RCIA program for more than 10 
years. 

The RCIA “‘is our way of reaching out to those who 
have been baptized but not catechized,’’ she said. ‘‘It has 
strengthened the community aspect of the parish ... and 
reawakens each person’s journey of conversion.”’ 


Church to observe day of prayer for vocations

In a memo to pastors, dated March 23, 
Father Langille, said, ‘‘Each year it 
becomes more obvious that the decline in 
the number of religious vocations reaches 
a new level of crisis in our church. 

“Despite the pessimism,’’ Father 
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Langille added, ‘‘it is equally clear that 
we have a great opportunity to promote 
vocations to the ordained and vowed life 
because the world will always be infinitely 
attracted to Christ.’’ 

He also wrote, ‘‘Many fine young and 
middle-aged men and women are waiting 
to be encouraged to respond to Christ and 
to service of his church.’’ 

The diocesan Vocations Office is also 
disseminating a pamphlet, ‘‘ Vocations in 
the Catholic Church.’’

VATICAN CITY — Catholic 
educators will be seeking consensus on 


some ‘‘thorny issues’’ when they meet to- 


revise a draft document on Catholic 
education at a Vatican meeting in April, a 
Vatican official said. 

The meeting also will allow educators 
to struggle with the difficulties of 
composing a document on_ higher 
education intended to speak to many 
different cultures, he said. 

The official — a member of the 
Congregation for Catholic Education, 
which has overseen the nine-year effort to 
write the document — was interviewed in 
late March. He declined to be identified 
‘by name. 

He said reactions to the second draft 
have been positive, although questions 
remain concerning such difficult issues as 
the relationship between bishops and 
Catholic colleges and universities. 

The April 18-25 meeting at the Vatican 
is expected to attract about 180 
participants from 40 countries, including 
about 100 educators as well as 
representatives of national bishops’ 
conferences and Vatican officials, he said. 
In addition, a ‘‘few’’ laity with children 
in Catholic universities or some’ sort of 
other educational interest will be invited, 
he said. 

A delegation of 18 U.S. Catholic 
college and university presidents and 
educators will be among those attending 
the meeting. 

Announced last year, the meeting 
follows the publication in November of 
the second draft of the document, a 
54-page statement that includes 72 norms 
governing Catholic institutes of higher 
education. During the weeklong meeting, 
participants will break up into working 
groups to discuss and revise individual 
themes dealt with by the document. 

The draft document eventually will be 
forwarded to Pope John Paul II to help 
him prepare an apostolic constitution on 
Catholic higher education. The project 
was begun in 1980. 

The second draft incorporated a large 
number of suggestions submitted by 
educators and bishops’ conferences 
concerning the first draft, released in 
1985. 

So far, the revised version has drawn 
far fewer comments than the first, the 
official added. 

‘‘The one universal comment is that 
the draft is much improved over the 
previous one and has taken serious

account of the comments and suggestions 
made’’ about its predecessor, he said. 

However, he added, ‘‘the basic 
question still is, as it has been: What is the 
relationship between the | legitimately 
autonomous entity which is the university 
and the pastors of the church, especially 
the bishops?”’ 

‘‘What rights does the bishop have 
within the university world, and how are 
those rights to be exercised?”’ 

The draft document has tried to 
establish ‘‘general principles,’’ he said. A 
norm might say the bishop has the right to 


intervene, but it leaves how this is to be - 


done to the national level. 

“‘We can’t make’’ such a statement 
‘‘more concrete, because at a worldwide 
level we can only state a principle,’’ he 
explained. 

The official foresaw further meetings at 
a national level to establish ways to 
implement the document’s general 
norms. 
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-While it would be ‘‘foolish’’ to seek 
‘‘absolute agreement’’ among all the 
meeting’s participants, the official said it 
was his hope that.the ‘‘fear and suspicion 
that still exist’? among some educators 
will be eased by the meeting’s close, and 
that ‘‘some of the misunderstandings’’ 
will ‘‘be reduced by finding a better way 
to phrase’’ particular issues. 


At the end of the meeting, after the 
document is revised, he said, perhaps 
‘‘the controversial sections can be 
expressed in such a way that they do not 
do harm to any university in any national 
situation.”’ 


He said that if the document were to 
hurt ‘‘any Catholic university anywhere 
in the world, it should not exist.’’ 


While some criticisms of the second 
draft — its length and repetitiveness, for 
example — are common complaints, 
other concerns reflect regional or national 
issues and perspectives, he said.

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Parishes combat threat 
of school-based clinic 


Hoover High surveys parents on specific 
health services school center should provide

SAN DIEGO — The four Catholic 
parishes in the Hoover High School area 
have taken initial steps regarding a survey 
of parents about the need for establishing 
a health clinic, whose services would 
include the dispensing of contraceptives. 

The principal has denied that abortion- 
related services would be offered if the 
clinic is established. 

On April 20 the results of a one-page 
survey which asked more than 5,000 
parents in the Mid-City community 
whether they would support a health and 
social services center at Hoover will be 
disclosed. The center would be open to 
students, grades K-12, from the high 
school’s feeder schools. 

In response to this survey when it was 
first announced earlier this year, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher said that if the issue of

school-based clinics comes up again, “‘we’ 


would be more involved that last time as 
would our Catholic people and other 
religious people of the community”’ 
(Southern Cross, Feb. 9, 1989). 

In 1986, the San Diego City Schools 
Board of Education voted 3 to 2 against a 
proposal for school-based health clinics 
that were expected to offer contraceptive 


and abortion-related services after an 


outcry by opponents of the proposal led 
by Bishop Maher. 

The recent survey asked what specific 
services community residents would favor 
at the clinic such as: counseling on job 
opportunities, personal and family 


problems, pregnancy and_ sexual 
problems, police-related problems, 
medical care, physical: examinations, 


referrals for specialized medical and 
dental care and providing contraceptives. 

Doris Alvarez, Hoover High School 
principal, said the center would ‘“‘not 
even deal with abortion and they do not 
intend to do referrals.”’ 

If a center is built on the campus, each 
child would have a file containing the 
parents’ approval or disapproval of which 
services their child or children would be 
allowed to use, she explained. 
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Four pastors from parishes in the 
Hoover High area — Blessed Sacrament, 
Holy Spirit, Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart and St. Didacus, met Feb. 10 with 
Father Douglas Regin, the diocesan 
respect life director who was involved in 
the 1986 anti-clinic campaign, to discuss 
what type of action the Catholic 
community in the Hoover High area 
could take against the survey. 

Father Regin said the pastors would 
encourage parishioners to answer the 
questions on the survey carefully, would 
continue educating parishioners about the 
clinic issue and would urge them to write 
letters to the board of directors of the 
school district. 

If the results of the survey are 
favorable, said Father Regin, there is still 
the issue of whether the health center is a 
“‘thing the school district wants to put on 
its agenda.”’ = 

“It also becomes a political issue for the 
School Board to vote on and for various 
groups that wish to express their 
opinion,’ he added. 

Father Francis Penko, pastor of Our 
Lady of Sacred Heart parish, said he did 
not think it was appropriate for a school to 
have such a clinic on its campus. _ 

“Tt is not the function of a school to 
provide these kind of services. From an 
educational standpoint, it’s very poor 
(judgment) to get involved,’’ said Father 
Penko. 

Father Regin said that should the 
proposal pass, the Catholic population 
should have access to all services 
provided. 

However, he added that ‘‘we would 
want to ensure that the parents’’ do retain 
the right to identify ‘‘the services they 
want their child to receive.’” 

Also, he is interested in doing ‘‘what 
we can in terms of moral formation of 
young people so (they would) not ... 
indiscriminantly use the services, 


especially those that relate to reproductive 
health services.”’ 

Father Regin noted that in California, 
children do not need parental permission 
to access reproductive services. 
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Tuition tax 
credits get 
reactions 


WASHINGTON — Church and 
education leaders expressed mixed 
reaction to President Bush’s 


announcement that budget constraints 
would not permit tuition tax credits for 
families who pay private school tuition 
and also pay for public schools through 
their taxes. 


“T think that everybody should support 
the public school system,’’ Bush told a 
private school student March 29 in a 
question-and-answer session with youths 
from the Close Up program. 


“And then, if on top of that, your 
parents think they want to shell out, in 
addition to the tax money, tuition money, 
that’s their right and that should be 
respected,’’ Bush said. ‘‘But, I don’t 
think they should get a tax break for 
that.’’ 


‘““We were surprised by the 
announcement,’’ said Fred Brigham, 
executive assistant to the president of the 
National Catholic Educational 
Association. ‘“We would hope he would 
rethink his position. He’s not speaking to 
the issue the way we thought he would.’’ 


Bush’s comments disappointed some 
who thought Bush’s proclaimed support 
of tuition tax credits in his 1988 election 
campaign would materialize financially 
once he took over the presidency. 


During the campaign Bush had said he 
“‘favored’’ that approach to education but 
also said that because of the cost he would 
not pledge to have it enacted in his first 
term. 


Local seminarian among 
deacons greeted by pope 


VATICAN CITY — Michael Huggins, 
a seminarian from the San Diego diocese, 
was among the 29 newly ordained deacons 
greeted by Pope John Paul II at the Vatican 
April 7. 

The pope told the deacons, who are 
studying for the priesthood at the American 
seminary in Rome, to grow in holiness so 
they can preach the Gospel more 
effectively. 

The deacons had been ordained April 6. 
With the deacons were families and friends 
as well as the faculty of North American 
College. The college is the Rome seminary 
of the U.S. bishops. 

““Never allow the voice of a society often 
at odds with the Gospel to drown the voice 
of the Good Shepherd,’’ he told the 
deacons. 

The pope urged them to ‘‘cultivate a 
spirit of poverty, sacrifice and self-control’’ 
so that they could grow in holiness and 
‘‘proclaim the Gospel.”’ 

The promise of celibacy that deacons 
make reflects both a ‘‘desire to serve your 
neighbor without reserve’’ and the

Anti-Defamation League 
wants nuns removed 


NEW YORK — The Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith has called upon the 
Catholic order of Carmelite Sisters fo 
vacate ‘‘as soon as possible’’ the site of the 
Auschwitz Nazi death camp where they 
established themselves five years ago. 

ADL national director Abraham 
Foxman pointed out that Catholic 
authorities had agreed in 1987 that the 
Carmelite Sisters would leave Auschwitz 
for anearby site by February 1989 and that 
“‘the delay in implementing the agreement 
continues to cause concern.”’ 

At a 1987 meeting in Geneva, 
Switzerland, a group of European 
cardinals and Jewish representatives 
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agreed that an interfaith study center be 
built outside Auschwitz containing an area 
where the Carmelite nuns could live. 

Foxman said that if the new center 
cannot be quickly completed, a provisional 
site for the Sisters should be found assoonas 
possible. ‘‘The departure of the Carmelite 
Sisters should not hinge on planning and 
construction delays in the government 
sector,’’ he said. 


Papal document on 
Religious called ‘helpful’ 


WASHINGTON — Several top 
national leaders of U.S. Catholic religious 
superiors have described a new papal 
document on U.S. Religious as positive 
and helpful. 

““There are some very positive things in 
it,’” said Dominican Sister Nadine Foley, 
president of the Leadership Conference of 
Women Religious. 

U.S. Religious are still struggling with

una lucha estimulante’’. 

El Consejo hispano de jovenes considera como razén 
importante de su existencia la defensa del ministerio de 
jovenes hispanos.. Los miembros se encuentran 
limitados en sus aptitudes de organizacién y de realizar 
acciones y planes en sus parroquias porque no son 
reconocidos como una entidad por quienes dirigen la 
parroquia. Mas bien estos grupos surgen por una 
necesidad en la comunidad hispana. 

‘‘Supongamos por ejemplo el conseguir un salén de 
una parroquia para alguna actividad puede ser una 
grande frustracidn y muchas veces una gran desilucidn 
para estas comunidades de base (grupos parroquiales)’’, 
afirma Garcia. 

“‘Debido a que no se reconoce la necesidad de un 
liderazgo profesional en el ministerio de jévenes hipanos 
estas comunidades se retinen en casas y se organizan 
fuera de la estructura parroquial. : 

‘‘Positivamente, nosotros vemos claramente la 
necesidad de abogar por ellos, dice Garcfa. Sin 
embargo, el crecimiento que hemos experimentado en el 
Consejo es una reflexidn, que yo pienso, esta creciendo 
entre los parrocos y es el reconocimiento de la 
importancia del ministerio de los jévenes hispanos’’.

Catholic Church in Poland gains legal standing

VATICAN CITY — Church and state 
officials in Poland agreed on proposed 
legislation granting the Catholic Church 
and its activities full legal standing for the 
first time under the country’s communist 
government. 

A Vatican official hailed the move and 
said it opens the way to full diplomatic 
relations between Poland and the Holy 
See. 


A church-state commission had spent — 


several years negotiating the proposed 
law, which was signed April 4 in Warsaw 
by Archbishop Jerzy Stroba of Poznan 
and Religious Affairs Minister 
Wladyslaw Loranc. The government 


announced it would submit the legislation 


to the Polish Parliament within the 
month. 

Meanwhile, on April 5, at the close of 
separate round-table talks also attended 
by church representatives, the 
government and the opposition leadership 
announced agreement on sweeping 
changes, including democratic elections 
and the legalization of the trade union 
Solidarity. 

A Vatican official who closely follows 
Polish affairs said the church-state 
agreement was a landmark decision that 
left church leaders satisfied. 

The agreement is a ‘‘complete and 
exhaustive document’’ that touches 
“‘practically all aspects of church life,’’ 
said the official, who asked not to be 
identified. He said the proposed law 
would establish legal standing for the 


church and its activities, recognize the 
church’s right to hold property and goods 
and regulate their sale and purchase, and 
recognize church participation in such 
activities as publishing, religious educa- 
tion and ministry to soldiers. 

The Vatican will wait for the 
Parliament to act on the proposal, then 
will set a timetable with Polish officials to 


work out diplomatic relations, he said. . 


The Polish government has been pushing 
for a full diplomatic exchange with the 
Vatican for years. 

The official said the diplomatic 
relations issue will be discussed in the 

‘new perspective’ of the political steps 
announced at the end of the round-table 
talks in Warsaw. 

He praised the announced changes, 
saying they reflected an evolution toward 


_ democracy that encourages the Vatican. 


The legalization of Solidarity, the trade 
union outlawed in 1981, was seen as 
“‘very important,’’ he added. 

‘This will help a lot,’’ he said of the 
two agreements. ‘“‘The road to 
normalization is open.”’ 

- An April 5 statement by the Polish 
bishops’ conference said the agreement 
confirmed the intention by the church 
and the government to improve their 
relations, in the interest of Polish society. 

The bishops also said normalization of 
diplomatic relations between the Vatican 
and Poland has the full support of Polish 
society. 

Pope John Paul II, the first Polish pope 
in history, has closely followed the 
changing political climate in his native 
country, Vatican sources say.
